By New Insecticide 


ew iNsecTicHwEs, toxaphene and 

lindane, are recommended by the 
United States department of agricul- 
cure for controlling several of the most 
serous imect parasites of livestock. 

Toxaphene now is recommended for 
the control of ticks, lice, hornflies, and 
sheep ticks on all livestock except dairy 
cows. This material is of special valuc 
in the control of ticks. For control. 
ling ticks, and lice on cattle and swine, 
sprays contaming 0.5 per cent toxa 
phene should be used. 

Hornflies are controlled nearly as 
well with sprays containing toxaphene 
as those containing DDT. When used 
as a 0.5 per cent spray at the rate of 
about 2 quarts per mature cow, the 
period of protection afforded by ctoxa- 
phene is about three weeks 

Ticks of nearly all important species 
can be controlled with toxaphene 
sprays. These parasites are among the 
most difhcule to control of all live- 
stock pests. Toxaphene will protect 
animals from reinfestation by ticks for 
two or three weeks or longer 

One treatment of louse-infested ani 
mals with a spray containing toxaphene 
will often provide control of these in 
The tail louse, however, 
requires additional treatments

were a continuation of the un- 
usually warm weather which has pre- 
valed in Florida since early December 
Rainfall has been very light. In the 
Pompano section where the heavy rains 
of late December caused serious dam- 
age to the growing crops, tome recov - 
ery had been made, but the production 
from this area will continue on s sharp 
ly curtailed basis. ln Dade County, the 
potatoe and tomato crops were gener 
ally in fair to condition although 
shghely behind their normal sx hedule 
In the Everglades, harvesting of ce! 
ery, cabbage, and potatoes was ative 
Digging of winter potatoes had 
started at Port Myers. In the Manatee 
section, harvesting of tomatoe: con 
tinued active, but the crop was begin 
ning to suffer from lack of momture 
In the Central Florida area, growing 
conditions had been generally sate 
factory. Harvesting of celery and cab 
bege were active in the Sanford ares 
The strawberry crop in the Plant City 


section should reach its level of 
production around the of Feb- 
ruary. Planting of the cabbage and 
potato crops at Hastings was nearing 
complenon, and harvesting of cabbage 
was actively underway. Farm opera- 
wons were acuve over the entire penin- 
vale of Plorida either preparing land 
or planting crops for spring harvest, 
February truck prospects as of 
January @ are a follows: 

Ie will be February before the im- 
portant Dade County crop of winter 
pole beans gets into full production. 
The production from this section is ex- 
pected to exceed that of former years 
due to an increased acreage. 

In Pompano section, plants of win- 
ter snap beans which escaped drown- 
ing im the late December rains were 
badly stunted. Only light yields and 
inferwor quality can be expected from 
these plantings. It will be mid-Feb- 
ruary before this area gets back into 
full production. In the Everglades,

Harvesting got into full 
swing in the Sanford, Sarasota, and 
Everglades sections, with shipments 
expected to show some further increase 
during the second half of January 
though their development has been 
slowed. In Texas most of the crop for 
early season harvest has been cut. A 
light harvest of the late plantings is 
started and with continued good 
growing weather, supplies should be 
available in fair volume 

Light supplies of winter sweet corn 
have been moving from scattered 
acreages in South Florida. Early plant- 
ings in Dade county should continue 
to be the principal source of supply

during most of February. Planting had 
been active during the first half of 
January in all of the carly producing 
sections and the rate of planting wo 
creased during the second half of the 
month. 


ttive cucumber production 
for the first half of the winter period 
was materially reduced by the heavy 
rains in the Pompano section during 
late December.

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Citrus Feed Good for Cattle 


Cows Gain on Properly Fed Oranges and Grapefruit 


By W. G. Kmx 
Range Catth Station, Ons, Plorids 


Om of grapefruit pulp avail- 
able for feeding cattle has in- 
creased tremendously in the last few 
years. Surplu: grapefruit and oranges 
also have been used for feed. These 
products have been fed without too 
much consideration of their true feed 
value. Nor have methods whereby 
they could be used to the best advantage 
for cattle been given adequate study. 

Analyses show that fresh grapefruit 
contains from 86 to 87 per cent water, 
which means that animals have to con 
sume large quantities to obtain any 
amount of nutrients. Fresh grapefruit 
pulp is higher in dry matter and digest 
ible nutrients than the whole grape 
fruit, since much of the juice has been 
removed at the canning plant. Fresh 
pressed pulp, a mixture of grapefruit 
and orange refuse, has had about one 
half of the water removed, so it con 
tains almost twice as much dry matter 
and nutrients as does the fresh fruit 
The average composition of fresh fruit 
is, dry matter 15.6 per cent, crude pro- 
tein 1.07 per cent, crude fiber 1.39 per 
cent, nitrogen free extract 10.03 per 
cent, crude fat 0.64 per cent and ash 
0.51 per cent. Each 100 pounds con 
10.55 pounds of 
total digestible nutrients

All citrus feeds are low in protein 
It is well to remember, therefore, that 
if these feeds are to be used to the ut 
most advantage they should be supple 
mented with small amounts of high 
protein feed such as cottonseed meal, 
peanut meal, or legume pasture 

How fresh citrus can be used to 
supplement range pasture is a subject 
that concerns both cattlemen, citrus 
growers, and producers of by-products 
The citrus season begins, and reaches its 
peak, just at the time pastures are at 
their lowest nutritive state, dry and 
unpalatable. During late fall and early 
winter months, pastures furnish a bare 
starvation ration for grazing animals, 
and all cattle have difficulty in main 
taining their weight. Most lose an av 
erage of about 150 pounds throughout 
the winter. Young animals become 
stunted from lack of feed, and bulls are 
in poor condition to sire strong calves. 
In a hard winter the death loss is seri- 
ous, both with old cows and especially 
with heifers carrying their first calf 
A reduced calf crop and failure of 
calves to grow off rapidly adds up to a 
considerable loss of cattle and beef 

Fresh grapefruit and cannery wastes 
have been used with good results in re 
cent years to maintain the breeding 
herd throughout the winter and to keep 
weight losses to a minimum. Cull 
grapefruit have been fed for several 
years at the Range Cattle station, and a 
variety of cannery wastes, including 
fresh grapefruit pulp and pressed pulp 
the latter being a mixture of grapefruit 
and orange pulp, has been used. Cattle 
have always shown a preference for 
grapefruit and have eaten the grape 
fruit first and later the orange peel 
Last year, however, w hole fresh oranges 
were being fed for the first time, and 
Brahman cows cat either oranges or 
grapefruit with equal relish. 





The fresh fruit or pulp has been 
placed in bunks or thrown on the 
ground; and although cattle consume 
the feed more completely when it is 
put in bunks or troughs, the method 
of feeding will be determined by the 
cost of the feed as against the cost of 
material and labor for building bunks 
Mature animals can whole 
grapefruit without any danger, but cut 
truit or cannery wastes are better for 
younger cattle. So far, in tests at the 
station, only one animal has had difh 
culty eating whole oranges; and the 
cow in question finally got the orange 
down without any harmful after ef 
fects. Trials have shown that 20 pounds 
of fresh fruit or pulp daily will bring 
a cow through the winter in good shape 
if the pasture is fair. More might be 
used to advantage in a bad year and less 
in a mild winter 

Experiments have shown that one of 
the main factors in successful winter 
ing is the amount of protein fed. Win 
ter pastures, with the grasses dormant, 
are very low in protein and provide 
little else than roughage. If citrus is 
used as a supplementary feed, it adds 
a relatively small amount co the total 
protein of the ration; so it is advisable 
to add enough high protein feed to 
meet the needs of cattle. The addition 
of one-half pound of cottonseed pellets 
daily made the difference between just 
maintaining the October weights of 
cows or bringing them through to 
spring a trifle heavier and in much bet 
ter condition 


handle 


Both pellets and citrus 


products can be fed every two or three 
days instead of daily, which reduces 
labor cost. If the protein pellets are 
scattered over a wide area on a good 
sod, every cow has a chance to get 


some. It has been observed that loss 
from trampling is negligible 

Fresh grapefruit pulp have been used 
to fatten range steers in dry-lot. In 
three trials at the Range Cattle station, 
steers fed a ration of hay, cottonseed 
meal, and fresh grapefruit made an av 
erage daily gain of 240 pounds in a 
120-day period. The addition of two 
pounds of dried snapped corn to the 
above ration increased gains to 264 
pounds per animal, which are 
gains in any fattening lot. The steers 
ate 6 pounds of grapefruit at the be 


good 


ginning of the trial but ended with an 
average daily consumption of 40 
pounds, amounting to 4800 pounds per 


animal for the 120 days. In one trial 
steers fed fresh grapefruit pulp had an 
average daily gain of 1.8 pounds 

As it was not always possible to keep a 
fresh supply of pulp on hand, some fer 
mented slightly before being fed. This 
difference in flavor was enough to re- 
duce the feed intake, and therefore the 
gains, which were lower than those for 
the steers getting grapefruit. The meat 
was of excellent quality whatever the 
citrus product fed and compared to 
that from cattle fed other feeds 

For five years Ona station has been 
using fresh citrus products in trials to 
test their value for wintering the herd 
and also as dry-lot fattening feeds 
More work needs to be done, bur all

Radioactive Materials Show Elements At Work

The first of three distinct periods in 
the use of radioactive tracers—or the

plants. The natural radioactive sub 
stances, cacept for potassium 40, which 
is very scarce, are not elements im 
volved in normal plant metabolism 
In addition, they are rather tox 
Their use would, therefore, give little 
information about normal phyno 
logical processes in plants 

The second period in the use of radio 
active tracers with plants began in 
1956 following the development of the 
which artificial 


cyclotron, produce 


radioactive isotopes. Radio-phosphorus 
was the first artificial radioactive tracer 
used in plants. In the ten-year period, 
1936-46, approximately sixty articles 
were published involving the use of 
radioactive tracers in plants with radio 
phosphorus being used in a majority of 
the studies 

The third period in che use of radio 
active tracers in plants dates from June 
14, 1946, when radio-isotopes were 
made available from Oak Ridge for 
non-military use. The quantity of and 
economy of isotope production by the 
Oak Ridge process over the cyclotron 
method now makes isotopes available 
to many fields of investigations. Tracer 
work with plants is increasing rapidly 

More research has been reported in 
volving the use of radio-phosphorus in 
plant studies than isotopes of other cle 
ments. Undoubtedly, the most com 


prehensive research program with 
radio-phosphorus is the project spon 
sored jointly by the Fertilizer Industry 
Research 


United States department ot agricul 
ture, North Carolina 


Phosphate committee, the 

Cornell, lowa 
state, and the Colorado Agricultural 
experiment stations. Investigations are 
underway at these stations to determine 
the utilization of phosphatic fertilizers

Thus 
the wotope can be traced through the 
most intricate bioc hemic al process, 
whether in plant or anima! or human, 
and be detected so long as a mere trace 
of radiation is emitted
